Fire Has Destroyed the Dwelling 
Places and All Sources of 
Employment. 



Au 01(1 Town Completely Wiped Out 
aiid Relief Urgently 
Kequired. 



HalH'-ax, Oct. 18.— Tlio town of 
WindBor, N.S,, wag almoat destroyed by 
fire yestei day. The fire broke out iu the 
baainees centre. A high wind carried 
the flamea in all directions and made a 
clean sweep of everything. Churches, 
public institutions, banks and residenceo 
were destroyed. King's college, Edge- 
hill, the EngllBh church, the DufTerin 
iiotel and a few other buildings are all 
that remain standing. Ha'ifax sent 
three fire enptineB, but they could do 
little good. 

The loss is estimated at $2,000,000 ; the 
insurance is about $500,000. The home- 
less number 3,000 and many are in a 
desolate condition withont a cent, with- 
out a roof over their heads, and barely 
sufficient clothes. The town had a 
semi-weekly and a weekly newspaper 
and several monthly publications and 
job-printing establishments, all of 
which were; destroyed. The fire has 
caused the stoppage of every business, 
factory and work that gives employment.

LOSS OP THE TEITON." 

The Ship Overwhelmed With Terrible Sud- 
denness—Some Heartrending 
Scenes. 

Havana, Oot. lS.— The gunboat Maria 
Christina, which left this port on Satur- 
day for the scene of the wreck of tlio 
coasting steamer Triton, bound from 
Havana to Bahia and Henda, Pinar del 
Rio, which sank on Saturday morning 
between Dominica and Marie, has re- 
turned, accompanied by the tug-boat 
Susie, which went with her. The two 
vessels arrived here at one o'clock this 
afternoon, the gunboat having on board 
nineteen aqd the tugboat twenty-three 
memberBof the ship's compan:^,of whom 
thirteen are civilians and soldiers. The 
whereabouts of the others of thecoinpany 
is unknown. 

The Triton struck a rock during a 
heavy rainstorm. Iler cargo sliifted. 
ami fifteen ininntes later she sank in 1-0 
fatliouis of water. There was a scene of 
confusion and panic among ttie pas- 
sengers when they realized tlie 
meaning ot tho crash. In a 
wild etriigk'l" the men ruehed for 
tho boats. Tliu iirst boat lowered cap- 
ei/.ed iramediatoly and all the occupants 
were drowned. The next was struck by 
au enormous wave and turned over, 
drowning 20, but tho frail craft righted 
again, and eight of those who had been 
thrown out regained it. 

Those rescued tell heartrending stor- 
ies of the scenes durine the terrible 
Hiarterof an hour before the Triton 
Kiiiik. An army captain, his wife and 
laugliter went down together, looked in 
a hiBt embrace. .-V mother with twins 
if) montlis old drifted away on tho crest 
of a great wave. All llie other ladies 
and children w(!re drowned. ,Iust as 
the Triton was einking, Captain liicardo, 
lier commander, committed suicide by 
shooting hiraaeli with a revolver. 

It is impossible to give theexact num- 
ber of tlio'ae lost, but it is esliniated tliat 
there were no fewer than 150. Tho 
vessel carried a general cargo and was 
not insured. 



NEW YORK'S MAYORALTY. 

Figuring on Results, With the Contest Two 
Weeks Distant. 

New York, Oct. 18.— Although the 
mayoralty election in thin city is a little 
more than a fortnight distant, all par- 
ties save Tammany are exceedingly 
chary of giving pnt^ probable pltiralitieB. 
Tammany is accredited with an estimate 
of 60,000 plurality for Van Wyck, and 
bases the belief on the registration in 
Greater New York. The registry of Sat- 
urday (tho final day) was larger than 
anticioated, and the "Indians" appear 
to be most jubiUnt at this development, 
though leaders of other political divi- 
sions claim to be satisfied and confident. 
Van Wyck still adheres to his policy of 
silence, and refers all interviewers to his 
forthcoming letter of acceptance. 

From a New York Herald symposium, 
it is deducted that Tammany favors the 
absolute repeal of the Kainea law, the 
straight Republicans believe tho law 
shoald be upheld and continued in 
force, and the Citizens' Union deems 
local option a better plan. Mr. George's 
opposition to the Bainea law is well 
known. 

A second attempt was made yesterday 
to secure the endorsement of Mr. George 

by tho Central Labor Union. It was 

not successful. Tammany is trying 
some of its heavy guns against the Jef- 
fersonian democracy and charges Mr. 
George with favoring child labor. 

PRISON-MADE COINS. 

A Pennsylvania Institution Competing With 
the United States Mint. 

Pittsburg, Oct. 18.— Ex- Warden E. 
S. Wright, of the Riverside penitentiary, 
has discovered that a number of tho con- 
victs confined in the institution have 
been manufacturing fifty cent pieces. 
He has unearthed the metal from which 
the "queer" money was made, and the 
moulds. The counterfeits are magnifi- 
cent specimens. The die from which 
they were is almost perfect, and the 
milling of the coins, which is the gov- 
ernments chief protection of metal money 
from those who would imitate it, is as 
near perfect as it is possible for human 
ingenuity to make it. That such coins 
should be within the walls of the River- 
side penitentiary with the crude _ imple- 
ments to be obtained by the prisoners, 
is the startling feature of the case^ The 
counterfeiters had already secured a con- 
nection with outside parties and some 
of the bad monev is now in circulation. 
Warden Wright' has a list of nearly a 
score of persons supposed to be connect- 
ed with the counterfeiting, and it is said 
there will tie some sensational develop- 
ments.

A Great Commercial Office Should 
Bia Uaintained at the. Em- 
pire's Capital. 

Where the Golden West Could "Peri ; 
manently Display Her Chief 
■ Sources of Wealth. 



ToKosTo, Oct. 18.— (Special)— Editor 
Willison writing over his initials in the 
Globe, adverts to the great eitension of 

Canada's commerce in London. The de- 
partment of the interior and the depart- 
ment of agriculture could unite, he says, 
to maintain a great commercial office 
that Canada could establish in the city, 
and each of the chief provinces shonld 
send a commissioner to act with the Do- 
minion officials. The Maritime Pro- 
vinces could perhaps unite for this pur- 
pose and appoint a single officer to take 
charge of the exhibits of Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island. Ontario should send a commis- 
sioner to exhibit her minerals, fraits and 
agricultural products. Quebec sbduld 
do likewise ; and Manitoba and the Ter- 
ritories and British Columbia should 
unite with the interior department at 
Ottawa and set up in the heart of Lon- 
don a great permanent exhibition of 
grains, meats, minerals and fisheiries of 
tho West, in charge of men who know 
the West in every phase of its lite and 
every humor of its climate.

A FAT LAWSDIT. 

The State of New York and the Armours 
Engaged Before the Courts. 

Albany, N.Y., Oct. 18.— By a decision 
of the appellate divieion of the Supreme 
court, tho Armour Packing Company of 
Chicago and tho Armour Company will 
have to answer in the courts for alleged 
thousands of violations of the oleomar- 
gorine and bulterine laws of New York 
state. Actions involving ^17,000,000 
have been brought against them by the 
state attorney-general. In order to 
prove that thoso violations had occurred 
it was necessary to demonstrate that the 
stuff had been shipped into New York, 
The attornev-general obtained several 
orders on dill'erent railway officials to 
produce their books before a referee, as 
no direct proof was obtainable. The 
Chicago companies made a motion before 
tho Supreme court to vacate the orders. 
The trial judge denied the motion and 
the appellate division has affirmed tho 
denial. Tlie attorney-c:eneral will now 
Iiroceed with the case unless an appeal 
is taken to tho court of appeals.

THE LOBSTER INDUSTRY. 

A Cnre for DlscoIoraUon That Will Save 
Mncb money to the Canners. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Ojt. 18.— Last year Dr. Mac- 
phail, professor of pathology in Bishop's 
college, Montreal, was con: missioned by 
the minister of marine and flaheries to 
investigate the causeB of discoloration of 
canned lobsters. The importance of the 
lobster canning induatry; the export in; 
1890 amounting to (2,600,000, warranted 
such an investigation, and the report has 
just been issued i>y the department of 
marine and fisheries. Dr. MacPhail 
found the discoloration to \x due to 
bacteria, . and after elaborate^ experlr 
ments proved that the bacteria could 
only be destroyed by application of heat 
to the filled cans, tiie use of germicidal 
fluids being out of the question. The 
process is simple enouah, and when 
adopted will save hundreds of thousands 
of dollars yearly to Canadian canners. 

THE MAIL SERVICE. 

Not Enough Ministers at Ottawa to Take 
Action in This Matter. 

Ottawa, 0.;t. 18.— At the cabinet 
meeting to-day the Atlantic steamship 
question was discussed but decision was 
deferred until more ministers are pres- 
ent. Only, five were in attendance to- 
day. It looks as if the government will 
throw the Allans overboard and require, 
the Beaver line to carry the heavy maila 
from St. John.

Most of her paBaen^iers 
had disembarked at Manook creek, 
where the new town christened Kam 
part City had sprung up in twenty-four 
hours. 

On board thoHealey this news created 
fireat excitement, and general alarui wae 
caused by the possibility of her being un- 
able to get through, a possibility which 
in a very short time became an assured 
iact. On September 7 three passengers 
disembarked at Xanana with the inten- 
tion of prospecting the river of 
that name, among them being 
Professor Sogers, of Philadelphia 
the famous mineral expert. The follow- 
ing day, the 8th, Rampart City was 
reached, and here reports that gold had 
been found in Manook creek were amply 
confirmed. Town lots were beingquick- 
ly recorded, the fee of $2.50 being eagerly 
paid by many of the paecengers. On 
tlie 9th, hoping against hope, the little 
boat made the attempt to get through 
On the 10th, amid a driving enow storm, 
a row boat containing three men was 
met, and from the information obtained 
from them the last idea of getting 
beyond Fort Yukon was aban 
doned. On arrival at that point, 
the day following, Captain Barr started 
out with a boat's crew to sound the 
channel and convince himself as to the 
chances, returning at noon disappointed 
and crestfallen. Another channel was 
tried in the afternoon with no better 
success and the erection of a store build- 
ing for the Company was immediately 
commenced. Many of tlie passengers 
obtained employment at this work, 
wages being $10.00 per day. 

But the prospect was alarming, ft 
was freezing hard, icb was lioatiiig down 
the river, and though only !00 inilea in 
tervened between the lielated miners 
and the goal of their liopes, the Itraveet 
hearlquailed at the thougiitof umlei- 
taking that journey. Finally the niajur- 
ity decided to return to Manook, .St. Mi 
chad's or Seattle for the winter, but then 
the trouble began. Capt. Barr gave order 
that all hand-baggage and blankets must 
be taken ashore and the passengers dis- 
embark. The men were desperate, and 
arming themselves they declared that 
the first man who attempted to touch 
their baggage with the idea of removing 
it aehore would do so at hia peril. A 
riot was imminent, but as the trouble 
had aliiioHt reached the climax, the 
steamer Weare witli the president of the 
com pan)' arrived. Meetings and con 
ferences were held, and finally the priv- 
ilege of retiirning to Manook or St 
Miciiael's was conceded to the jiaaaen- 
gers. The concession was giu(lgin;;ly 
made and the stipulation insisted upon 
that in caso of the boat being frozen in 
or stranded each man must pay $li per 
day for board during the winter. 

Manook was reached on the l'.)t,h, 
there the horrible news was olj- 
tallied of the death from starvation of 

II. 1'. Tucker, who hud disembarked 
from the Healey at that point on the up- 
ward journey. He, together with J. B. 
Powell, had started out for Hoosier 
creek, where rich finds had been re 
ported. The creek was reached, a 
claim Ideated, and the return journey 
commenced, but the exposure and 
long fasting were too much for Tucker, 
who lost his reason and insisted on re- 
turning up tlie creek. His companion 
iniideall haste to Rampart City for help, 
hut it came too late and only the dead 
|jf;ily was found. Tucker was a native 
of 'J'roy, N.Y., and was a graduate of 
Yale university.

THE BOSTON ENTERPKISB. 

The Company Have ' Unlimited Capital to 
Work With In the Yukon. 

Vancouver, Oct. 18. — (Special)— Mr. 
Fogelstrom, chief engineer of one of the 
surveying parties sent to Alaska by the 
big Boston corporation, ia in Vancouver, 
accompanied by Mr. East, C.E., late of 
Chili. Mr. Fogelstrom was at one time 
professor of mathamatica- at Stockholm 
college, andllater chief engineer of the 
Iquique railway, in Chili. He said to 
the Colonist correspondent : 

'rhe Colonist was the first paper to 
publish a full account of our movements. 
We managed to keep our mission almost 
entirely from the press until we reached 
Victoria. Of course the Colonist did 
not publish all, but their report is a good 
one. I am head of a brancti of the big 
party sent out by the Boston company. 
We have .$200,000 to work with as a start, 
and if our trip proves satisfactory as an- 
ticipated, practically unlimited capital 
will be at the back of the pioneers. 

An attempt was then made to describe 
the route the Fogelstrom party was to 
take, but no map was found 
sufficiently accurate for a properly 
defined course. Roughly speaking the 
party will take the usual red-lined 
steamer course toSksgway bay, but will 
branch off to the left pass up the river to 
the Chilcat pass, go over the Chilcat 
pass to another river not down on any of 
the maps published here, which runs in 
the shape of a fish hook with the barb 
north, then survey straight across the 
country to Fort Selkirk. They will also 
try and get through from the river men- 
tioned across country southerly to 
Glacier bay and tlie Muir glacier. The 
party will bo away three months. Be- 
sides the surveyors, a large party go up 
to establish trading posts. 



THE VANCOUVBE SMELTER. 

CHsappoIutment Felt Because It Will Be 
Out of Town. 

Vancouver, Oct. 18. — (Special) — Now 
that the agreement between Harry 
Symone and the city council regarding 
the building of a smelter has been rati- 
fied, complaints and objections are com- 
ing thick and fast. It appears that 
after all the smelter ia to be built about 
half a mile the other side of Plastings, or 
about opposite Seymour Creek-, and the 
objection is made that the city cannot 
bonus a smelter situated outside of its 
limits. This has been got over by the 
statement that the city are merely buy- 
ing stock of the company to the extent 
of $()5,000. 

Another objection is that the numer- 
ous workmen employed at the smelter 
will not pay taxes to the city; that the 
provincial government in this reepeet 
will be the boneliciary; and, furtlier, 
that the workmen and all those con- 
nected with the big establishment will 
live at Hastings and not in the city. In 
regard to these objections, it is stated 
that it would be impossible to have a 
smelter in the city limits on account of 
the fumes killing all vegetation within 
two or three miles. The power for the 
smelter will be electric, and will be 
generated across the inlet. 



ANOTHER ENGA.GEUENT. 

Sir Bindon Blood's Army Meets the Enemy 
—A Serious Fight Expected. 

Fort Lockhart, India, Oct. 18. — The 
advance toward Tirah, the summer 
headquarters of the Afridis and the 
Orakzais, will be begun on Wednesday. 
Elaborate orders have been issued as to 
the movements of the division. The 
first aerious fight is expected next Sun- 
day, when Zetapagha Pass will be 
stormed. . ' i; > • 

The brigade of General Sir Bindon 
Blood had its first brush with the enemy 
to-day and dislodged several tribesmen 
from Chagru, on the Samana range. 
Heavy firing was in progresa all day, 
the guns 'rom l''ort Guliston playing on 
the enemy's left. Two sepoya were kill- 
ed and several were wounded. The ene- 
my has retired. The British have burn- 
(■d several villages. 

London, Oct. 18.— Tho D:iily Mail this 
morning aaya that it haa information 
from a reliable source that cliolera is at- 
tacking the battalion of tho Shropshire 
Regiment stationed at Sitapur, North 
west India, and that forty non-commis 
sioned officers and privates have already 
succumbed. 



ALLAN LINEB IN COLLISION. 

Two Big Vessels Foul oiT Deptford Without 
Serious Damage. 

London, Oct.18. — The British steamer 
Onniston of the Allan line, Capt. Out 
ram, wliich arrived hereOctober 16 from 
-Montreal, was in collision with the 
steamer Capulet ofT Deptford on Sunday. 
The Ormiston was damaged on her star- 
board quarter and the Capulet lost her 
stemhead. 



C. r. E. INSPECTION PARTY. 

They Have Arrived at Vancouver Where 
Numerous Requests Will Be Presented. 

Vancouver, Oct. 18. — (Special)— Sir 
William Van Home, president, ^Lmager 
Whyte, and R. B. Angus, of C. I'. II.. 
arrived this afternoon on the special car 
Saskatchewan. The party also includes 
E. C. Clouston, general manager of the 
Bank of Montreal, 0. C. Cbipman, chief 
commissioner of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, and L. A, Hamilton, C. F. R. 
land commissioner. The council of the 
board of trade present an addrees to- 
morrow morning, when a deputation 
from the city council will also meet the

The dispatches announce that the 
town of Windsor, Nova Scotia, has been 
the victim of a very serious eouflagratioii 
and that tliree thousand people are 
homeless. The loss of property is up- 
wards of .1i3,000,000.

Let us 
demonstrate to-day that wide as the Do- 
minion is our practical sympathy can 
flash aid to our friends of trouble with 
lightning speed. ' 



TEE WESTMINSTER PLATFORM. 

It is amusing to see the muddle into 
which certain aelf>8tyled Liberal papers 
have got themselves over the Westmin- 
ster platform. The Inland Sentinel is 
the last one to give proof of this. It 
thinks that the Colonist should have 
waited until the platform was oflicially 
published before commenting upon it. 
Our contemporary thinks there is danger 
of our mialeadinu the public if we do not 
wait. This is certainly a very extraor- 
dinary proposition. Either the conven- 
tion adopted a platform or it did not. If 
it did, then the World's resume must be 
tiken to be correct, for no one has yet 
alleged otherwise. In fact the Victoria 
Times expressly said that what the 
World published was " an outline of the 
proposed platform," If the convention 
did not adopt a platform there is nothing 
more to be said, for it is too late to adopt 
one now. We surely will not be told that 
the Eelf-slyled Liberals who met at New 
WestmiuBter adjourned without adopt- 
ing a platform, leaving that part of the 
business, the most important i)art, we 
should suppose, to a committee. This is 
a point upon which the newspapers sup 
porting the Party of Insincerity should 
agree. 

Ill rcL'ard to the nclion of th(! World 
we may say a few w^rda, iuid we do eu 
because a lot of uonneusehas been print- 
ed in regard to what the papers 
ought to have printed about that 
convention. The Oolonisi has, it 
hopes, as high a standard of news 
paper ethics as any one. It is unable to 
see wherein the World has done day 
thing wrong in this matter. It would 
be the most ridiculous farce conceivable' 
for a political convention, called for the 
purpose of organizing, to adjourn with- 
out adopting a platform. We can read- 
ily understand why it should be thought 
inadvisable to |)rint the discussion upon 
the i)latforni, although we believe it 
would be bettor to print it ii) all cases. 
But in order thai there may be absolute 
freedom of expression, there are some 
advantages in keeping such things out 
of the papers. That the platform itself 
Bbould not have been printed la an un- 
heard'of thing. Indeed, in tho absence 
of an expressed pledge to omit doing so, 
it was the duty of the World to print 
what it did. Our own correspondent, 
who was present at the convention and 
whose instrttotiona were to transmit an 
absolutely accurate report, wired theOoL- 
ONiST as follows: " At to-day's Bessionof 
the Liberal convention at Westminster, 
the main buaineaa was tho discus- 
eion of the party platform, and the 
press was requested not to publish 
the debate." This would not have jus- 
tified him in omitting to forward u 
synopalB of the platform, and he iwiaely, 



for the sake of accuracy, sent the synop- 
Bia,.i>repared by the World. If he had 
failed tp^ adyia^'na as to the general 
features of tlie platform, he would have 
been open to censure; It is reasonable 
to suppose that the World regarded the 
matter in the same light as he did. Any 
newspaper man, who understood his 
baaineas, would so understand it. He 
would not print the discuBsion if asked 
not to; but if he would fail to Ben<^ his 
paper an idea of what platform the con- 
vention had adopted, he would show 
that he had a good deal to learn. 

Here is another point in this connec- 
tion. The World print'.'d the synopsis 
on Saturday night. It was not until the 
following Tuesday that the Times dis- 
covered that there was anything wrong 
in so doing. Then it only referred to 
the matter becauae it was forced to aay 
something. Tho Colonist had shown 
the absurdity of the platform, and, feel- 
ing utterly unable to defend the thing, 
the Times chose the only alternative, 
and abused the World for making it 
public. 

,1.V IMPORTANT CONSIDERATION. 

Thousands of people will come to Brit- 
ish Columbia this winter and next 
spring. Tens of thousands will start for 
the Yukon from all parts of the world. 
It will be impossible for them all to 
reach their destination, and many will 
remain in the province if thoy can see 
any chance of making money or getting 
emi)loyiiieut. In view of this, if there is 
anything can be done to ensure the 
early commencement of some of the pro- 
jected railways, it ought to be done. 
We would particularly like to see the 
road into Boundary Greek started. We 
would like to see it begun at both ends, 
but if that is impossible, we hope to see 
it begun at Pentlcton. Such a road 
would attract thousands of the new- 
comers, who would be satiafled to re- 
main there instead of seeking their for- 
tunes in the North. If arraiigenients 
could be made for the beginning of the 
road from Bute Inlet to Ijaes- 
nelle, thousands of the new-comers 
would go into Garlboo and the 
fertile lands to the northward. We 
urge upon the Dominion government 
the advisability of acting upon 
these consideration B with promijtnuae. 
If federal aid were promiBed for tlieee 
lines they would be begun this fall. It 
is true that there is no legislative auth- 
ority to promise subsides for them, but 
it is quite competent for the miniatry to 
give a pledge that parliament will be 
asked for the subsidies. This would be 
all that financial men would require. 

We submit to the ministry that in 
view of the tremendous influx of people 
certain to come next year, the policy 
suggested is a statesman-like one. All 
the new comers cannot possibly get in- 
to the Yukon ; but we have room and to 
spare for them in our own province. It 
would be a shrewd stroke of business for 
the government to do something to in- 
duce them to remain. This can be done 
better by aiding in railway construction 
than in any other way. 



TuE Inland Sentinel is making a 
mountain outpf a; mole hill in its refer- 
ence to the' Standard's map. It doea 
not know what it is talking about. The 
map in question was got up in this 
office for the Standard, and for that pur- 
pose the map used in the Yukon Gold 
Fields pamphlet was used with such ad- 
ditions as were needed to cover the route 
from Kamloopa. The Standard desired 
the map .to bear the words : " Printed 
by authority of the government," or 
something else giving it an oflicial char- 
acter. The government was asked by 
tho Colonist it this was to be done and 
replied in the negative. No member of 
the government ever aaw the map before 
it waa printed and sent to the Standard, 
or knew what waa going to be put on it or 
gave it any kind of official sanction. It 
may with equal justice be claimed that 
every salmon label printed by the Col- 
onist is published by authority of the 
government. Tho Sentinel, when it says 
" it knows positively that the map in 
question was prepared in the Lands and 
Works Department in aecordattce with 
inatructiona given by. Hon. G. B, Mar- 
tin," is laboring under a complete mis- 
representation of tho facta, which are 
exactly as above stated. Really it would 
seem as if the all'airs of the Colonist's 
job-room could be kept out of politics. 



THE ARION CLUB. 

Victoria has reason to be proud of ita 

amateur musical organizations. We are 
to a very largo extent dependent upon 
thoin for entertainment, and they de- 
vote a great deal of time and trouble in 
that behalf. The benefit of their work 
is by no means confined to themselves, 
for they have been and will continue to 
be instrumental in educating the musi- 
cal taste of the city and in bringing for- 
w-ard new musicians. The latter is an 
important considenUioii. It would not 
be dilHcult to cite iiiBtances where, for 
the lack of some budIi agency, locul 
talent has remained undeveloped. Not 
every parent can afiurd the expense of 
giving his children a musical education ; 
many young peoj)le with good musical 
abilities grow up without the fact being 
suspected for the hick of some means of 
bringing thorn out. Amateur organizu- 
tioHH, conducted on broad principles, 
aui>ply what is needed in such cases. 
They ought therefore to receive every 
encouragement. We ventare to suggest 
that it would be a good thing for Vic- 
toria if some of the ladies would organ- 
ize something akin to tho Arion Club. 

The club j.ist named enjoys, and de- 
servedly enjoys, tho hearty esteem of 
the people of this city. It has given 
the people many charming concerts. It 
is a musical feature of the city. It is bo 
thoroughly amateur that it charges no- 
thing for its concerts, which are always 
given with excellent appointments and 
at a very considerable cost. The whole 
expense of the club is borne by mem- 
bers' subscriptions, The club is pre- 
paring for tiie winter aeaaou and has 
decided to enlarge its membership. For 
this purpose it has adoiited a graduated 
scale of membershii) fees for honorary 
members. Thus : For fi'.SO a member 
is entitled to one ticket to each of the 
concerts; for fi.OO to two tickets; for 
.•fB.OO to three tickets, and for $6.00 to 
four tickets. The club hopes that this 
will lead to a large increase in the hon- 
orary membership, by which it will be 
enabled to present even a more attrac- 
tive series of concerts than heretofore. 
We feel that we can unreservedly com- 
mend this new departure to the con- 
sideration of the music-loving people of 
Victoria, which practically includes all 
the citizens.

WILL TAKE IMMEDIATE TRIAL. 

Conclusion of the Preliminary Hearing in 
the Case of Wm. A. Gordon. 

William .Vdain Gordon, the Nanaimn 
miner and prosjiector Busiiected of hav- 
ing made away with his partner, Isaac 
Jones, in theOmineca country, was yes- 
terday committed for trial by stipeiuli- 
ary Maaistrate Macrae, on tlie charge of 
liaving in lii.s poriHeasion the proi)erty of 
the inieaing ,loni's, the enpiiusitiou lieing 
lh(? goods have been stolen. 

X(j iiialerial |)uint in the iiiain case 
developed at the laat stage of the iiolice 
court hearing. Mr. tiordon Mnnter, [or 
Ihe aciuieed, waived the opportunity 
ail'orded him of I'roaH-fixamining spi^cial 
Conalable ChiipiiKin, and that ollicer, 
rej)lying to till' iiuealiona nf the bench, 
ackiiowledged lliat, he v,as sworn in only 
the day previoua to the arrest, for the 
puriioa'o "of making the arreat. lie fur- 
ther stated that ho had no warrant for 
the arrest, no warrant for the eubse- 
pient detention of the accused for fifteen 
lays in the lock-up at Hazleton; nor 
had he had a warrant for the bringing of 
(iordon to Victoria. 

Sergeant Langley, the last witness ex- 
amined, identitied various exhibits as 
having b-en received l)y him from spec- 
ial Uonstable Chapman, at the arrival of 
the accuBed from the North. Among 
papers given him at this time by Mr. 
Chapman there was no warrant author- 
izing Ciordon's detention. 

" I have nottiing to say," was Gor- 
don's reply to the formal inquiry of tlie 
court, aii,l ho was theieupou committed 
for trial at the first court of competent 
jurisdiction. Neither the prisoner nor 
hia counsel propose waiting for the 
aasizea, and at their lequeat Gordon will 
be brought to-day before one of the 
Supreme court, for election. The trial 
will be brought on as soon thereafter as 
may be possible.

There ia naturally much interest taken 
in the shooting scrape of a week ago, 
when Hallet Bailay received a couple of 
punctures caused by Thomas Cumminga' 
revolver. Consequently many curious 
people gathered at the police court yes- 
terday morning to witness the prelimin- 
ary hearing of the charge of shooting 
with intent to murder, which Camminga 
has to answer. Bailey looks little the 
worse for hia experience, the wound in 
the neck being about healed and tlie 
only noticeable reault of the shootiny 
being a alight halt in the leg he liiid 
pierced by one of the bullets fired al 
hiin. Cnmmings is defended by iNIr. II. 
Dallaa Ueliiicken, ().C., and the employ- 
ment of a Btenograplier to take down tlie 
evidence facilitates the hearing very ma- 
terially. 

There were no sensational devi lop- 
ments yesterday, but the cross examina- 
tion has yet to come, and it ia likely that 
then the defence will bring out wluil 
they can to soften the feeling againat 
prisoner. What was told yesterday was 
simply the story ot the shooting, any ap- 
parent motive on the part of the prisoner 
not beinK shown, 

In the first place Dr. Crompton, who 
had attended Bailey after the afTray, 
described the nature of the wounds, one 
being through the fleshy part of the 
thigh and the other in the back of the 
neck and along the shoulder blade. 

The shooting was done with a .38 
calibre live-cbamliered revolver, which 
Sidney Shore swore waa purchased from 
him by the prisoner about noon on 
October 9, the day of the shooting. 

The weapon was one of the cheap $U 
kind, and proliably on that account it 
was that when the cartridges wore struck 
by the i)iu of the hammer two failed to 
explode, as the two cartridiies slid in the 
gun show that they luul been struck by 
the hammer. 

The principal witness, of course, was 
Ilallet Bailey, who iravo hia side of the 
Btory. He was serving out groceries ou 
Saturday, October t), at Erskine, Wall it 
Company's, on Government street, where 
he is employed. About noon Cumminga 
came along and said he wanted to speak 
to him. Onmmings asked Bailey to 
go into the back with him, but as 
customers were coming in and Bailey 
had to attend to them, he could not leave 
the store. However, Bailey remarked 
that he could give Cummings more time 
at 1 o'clock, when he went to lunch at 
the Poodle Dog. Cummings might walk 
with him if he pleased. 

Cummings, however, replied that he 
did not want to be seen on the streets 
with Bailey, but eventually he did agree 
to the plan and they walked together to 
the Poodle Dog, where they entered one 
of the private boxes and sat down to 
lunch. They sat there for nearly an 
hour, talking, though what the conver- 
sation was about Bailey did not state. 
Suddenly Cumminga said, " You are a 
dead man," and, pulling out a revolver, 
snapped it across the table at Bailey. 

The only clear thing in Bailey's mind 
after that was that he wanted to get 
away from that pistol. He rose from his 
chair and thinks he made a grab for 
Cummings, but his chief idea was to get 
away. He stumbled out of the booth 
with Cummings after him, and made a 
bee-line for the street. Ho heard a 
couple of ehots lired but was too excited 
to wait to see what Cummings was do- 
ing. 

A witness of the sliooting was Mr. 
Jamea W. Sjieed— that is, he saw the 
first shot fired and then saw Cummings 
follow up Bailey and take a pot ehot 
at him as he got through the 
front door. 

Mr. II. CL Hall was standing at the 
counter in the restaurant as the two men 
came into the room, and stepped back so 
as to be out of range when the second 
bullet amathed the glass in the front 
door. 

Frank Gasev, tlii> waiter at the Poodle 
Dog, heard tiie two shots lired in tlie 
reatauranl, and it seeuia i)rubable that 
the second one, which went ihioutrh the 
door, first |)a9sed throuu'h Lailey'a leg. 

Wlien Bailey hail reached the afreet 
with Gumiiiini:H hot in pursuit, .lamcE 
.lackeon saw tin! latter holding the pialol 
with both hands and liriiv_' a third sliol 
atBaili'V. No doubt this was the one 
thai pinked the ru n iier i n the neck, for 
Bailey twitched liis shoulders and made 
another spurt for safety. 

Priiclically this was Ihe gist of the 
teatimony, though Constable Cameron 
also gave evidence, telling of the arrest. 

As Mr. Helmcken wished to have the 
evidence transcribed before beginning 
croFS (examination, the continuation 
of tlu! hearing was adjourned by Magis- 
trate Macrae until 2:30 this afternoon.

It ia prettily located, and, should 
the (liecovenes on any of the numerous 
creeks in its vicinity prove valualile, ia 
certain to achieve great importance aa a 
milling centre even before the apring 
o])enB. 

Like many another western mining 
town, Ram|)art City is built on a bind', 
both literally and figuratively. The 
wooded hills lies sharply from the water's 
edge and the town is built upon the 
rising ground — that and the hopea of its 
foundera. For aa yet the rich linda 
along the Manook have been largely 
visions. 

The promoters of the town believe 
there is gold iu the creeks adjacent, and 
which have never been properly proe- 
pected as yet. They are ansious that 
they shall receive their full share of at- 
tention, and hence the district has been 
widely boomed, in the natural expecta- 
tion that ])ri)E])ectorB will flock there in 
hundreds. 

Jjittle .Manook, Hunter, Hoosier, Al- 
der luui a number ol other new creeks in 
the neighborhood certainly look protiiiB- 
ing, but only a few of these have been 
prospected, and ttiat in ttie moat desul- 
tory fashion. As a matter of fact the 
boom is based on nothing more tlian 122 
ounces taken out ot Little .Manook. Tlua 
gold came from a single prosjiect h(jle, 
and is the result of 27 days labor, which 
included the dead- work of sinking to 
the bedrock, etc. 

Manook, the Indian prospector who 
has given his name to this already fa- 
mous gold stream, was also the discov- 
erer of the Hunter, from which he 
washed $1,900 daring the season of ISUIJ. 

CONDITIONS ON THE YUKON. 

still Another Correspondent Gives His 
Opinion on This Important Subject. 

The New York Herald has a special 

from one of its Northern correspondents, 
who returned to Victoria by the steamer 
Danube on Saturday laat, saying that no 
steamer had been able to cross the bar at 
Fort Yukon up to the time the Healey 
left there, ou September 17. 

From tlie otlicers of the Healey it was 
learned that a miner reached Fort Yu- 
kon on the 13lh nit. who had left Daw- 
sou on the 5th of that month. He re- 

Corted all aix of the steamers operated 
y the rival companies hourly expected 
at the Klondyke capital. 

So anxious were the miners for their 
appearance that many were leaving the 
diggings and crowding into the town, 
awaiting the whistle of the river boats, 
not one of which can get over the bar 
this season. Before this miner left Circle 
City, 80 miles above Fort Yukon and 
over 300 from Dawson, some ot the men 
who had puled up put in an appearance 
with the news of low water and subse- 
(ineiit Bt0[)i)age of traffic. 

Iu all probability tlio warning party 
will reach DawEon before the frei'ze-up, 
and then the exodus from Klondyke will 
quite ecjual the inward rush. Notwith- 
standing reports that have lieen received 
that flour and fiali are iileiitiful at Daw- 
son, it is safe to say that by the time the 
river Ireczea there will not be left in 
DawBon more than a month's provisions 
per head, excepting possibly the in- 
dividual caches of some ol the rich claim 
holders.

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A Budget of News About the Hy- 
drauUc Work Being 
Boue. 



Victoria Vereliants are Advised to 
Avoid Belay In Sblpping 
Supplies. 



There ia little danger of the rich 
auriferoua ground in the Omineca dia- 
trict beini; overlooked In the rush which 
•will take place In the spring to the 
Yukon. Too much IB already known ol 
the possibilitiea of tbut country to allow 
of its being neylecloil, and in addition to 
tbe work vhicli will be done by the big 
companies already organized, bosta of 
prospectors and individual mioera will 
he on the ground prepared to work the 
many creeks which ore believed to be 
rich in the yellow metal. 

Much interest having been aroused by 
aecoanta of valuable finds made daring 
the laatfew montha on Germanson and 
Manson creeks, the following informa- 
tion obtained Iroci Captain C. If. Black, 
C. and M.E., who has just returned 
from the Omincca, -yvill bo found to con- 
tain much that is of vahie, both to those 
who are thinking of strikinir out for tlie 
gold lielda and to thoso who are eiigiiyed 
in the ontlittiiig trade iu Victoria. 

It may be meiitioneci as evidence oi 
the fact that Captain Black ia ii man who 
does not lot the p;rass prow under hie 
feet, that the return trip from Manson 
creek, in the heart of the Omineca coun- 
try, via Quesnelle and Ashcroft, was 
made by him in eleven days, which is 
probably a record- 

Captain Black • arrived on Manson 
creek to commence operations for the 
Caledonia General Mining Association 
and tbe Omineca Consolidated Hydraulic 
Mining Co.', on April 0, and lound that 
during the winter the work of wbipaaw- 
ing lumber, contracts for which had 
been let by him in the fall, bad been 
prosecuted vigorously, 20,000 feet for 
Hume and sluice boxes liaving been de- 
livered by doj.' aleigh on the ditch line 
upon tbe clainia it was ])ropoBe(l to open 
out. In addition to this about 1,000 
aavvlu^a had been delivered at the oiill 
Bite, of which a largo number were cut. 
Altogether about a million feet of saw- 
lops are now cut for the two companies. 

About 20,00t) pounds of proviaioiia luid 
been delivered by Jog sleighs during the 
winter, and aa a plentiful supply of 
fresh cariboo meat was coming in every 
day in March and April, and durine 
May and Jane fish was abundant, it will 
be seen that work was commenced under 
iavorable conditlona. The Indians from 
Babine and Hazelton bad flocked to the 
scene of the proposed operations, and 
the work of surveying and locating the 
ditches being completed on April 2, 
ditching was commenced in earnest. 
This work was done entirely by contract 
and l>y May 12 tho water was turned on 
the Black jack, cuts being put in to lind 
tlio pilch of tlie bedrock and the beet 
place to commence mining operations. 
Then was experienced the lirst delay, 
lor it was found that the hose taken in 
was too short, and it was June 15 belore 
another was available, and ttmt one bor- 
rowed, 

A pipe and monitor ordered in the 
winter, and which were in Quesnelle in 
March, did not reach the mine at all, 
and tlie delay must have caused much 
]o8B to tbe company. From June I'J to 
the end of July proapeotors with pack- 
horses and pack trains arrived at Manson 
creek almost daily, and when on the 22d 
of June Captain Black had received no 
word of hia" train and no letters from 
Victoria, he commenced to get uneasy, 
having about 100 men employed; many 
more than be bad calculated on. Aa there 
were provisions enough for such a nuin- 
ber of men only until the first of July, 
lie decided on discharging most of the 
Indiana and coming to l^tuart's lake 
with moat of ttiu white men, leaving 
enough provisions toliisl those who were 
left in for six weeks, in case he would 
have to go to (.iueanelle to send supplies 
in. However, at Stuart's lake word 
of the pack train, composed of 62 ani- 
mals beaides saddle horses, was received, 
the cause of tbe delay beine that the 
owner, a Mesican, had died just after 
starting, thus causing a delay of three 
weeks. Tho Captain waited at Stuart's 
hik^ until they arrived and was fortu- 
nale erunigh to get another train atStn- 
jirl'd laiie to go in to Manson and re- 
turned first to (.iueBiielle. 

On .Inly L'S tlie i)ack train (inally ar- 
rived at Miuison, 1ml Jinappui nt men t 
was not Buiall when it wan [duikI that no 
pipe or monitor had arriveLi, neillier 
was their any dynamite to tiniah the 
jlanson ditch. It was then well ad- 
vanced in August before the IManaoii 
water was got in, Black Jack being low 
by this time, so a temporary hose was 
again rigged up and the opening of the 
mines began. iJy the lirst of .Septeudjcr 
the debris had been removed and room 
made for the large bualdors and piping 
on tbe pay streak commenced and con- 
tinued for ten days of ten hours each, 
i'jrt of the electric light plant had not 
been ship))ud from Victoria, although 
purchased last spring, and this prevented 
work being carried on continuously. 

A c:leaii-n|) waa then made, the result 
of which Captain Black does not feel at 
liiierty to make known until it is laid be- 
fore tiui shareholders, but which he is 
salistied will prove satisfactory totlieni. 

On September S thejinck train arrived 
on its second trip, bringing the aawmill, 
except tho most important part, the 
driving shaft, whicii waa left at (iues- 
iielle, rendering it impossible for any 
sawing to be done this fall. Neither 
were there underclothing or gam boots 
for the men ; althongh they were order- 
ed hefore the party left last spring they 
wgre not shipped, and tbe weather com- 
mencing to get cold, it waa not fit for 
men to work at hydraulic mining with- 
out proper clothing, ao the Captain con- 
cluded that he wonld close down and 
tunie over to see what was the matter, 

Caj)tain Black feela aomewhat an- 
noyed upon this jioint, and says the 
merchanta who are laying themselvea 
out tor this trade require to have it very 
strongly impressed upon them that de- 
lay In sending gooda ordered, and upon 
tbe arrival of which so mucli depends, 
meana tbousanda of dollars in many in- 
stances, besides entailing, the risk of 
hardahipand danger, upon the men to 
whom the goods are a neeeasity. .The 
folioivinB is P^rt of the, work accom- 
pliehed during the season: Five and 



one-half miles of ditch completed on 
Germansen creek for the Caledonia 
General Mining Aasociatioi), leaving 
about two miles to finish ; four and one- 
half miles of ditch on Manson creek 
completed for the Omineca Consolidated 
Hydnmlio Mining Company; water 
tamed on thia ditch in Anguat; mine 
opened,' and one hundred and fifty feet 
face of pay streak exposed ; one million 
£eet B.M, of saw logs cut ; 2,000 saw logs 
skidded ready to haul in on the snow; one 
thousand saw logs at sawmill; sawmill 
erected, stock pen, ihime and every- 
thing complete, excepting driving shaft 
which can ho plnceii iu a few hours. 
Certain amount of gold taken out, which 
will be made known later on. Pipe and 
monitor part of the way in. Some pro- 
visiona in storehouse to commence 
work iu spring for Omenica Consolida- 
ted. Electric light plant scattered be- 
tween Victoria and Manson Creek. . 

Some of the men are wintering at 
Stuart lake and some at Hazelton, to be 
ready to return in the spring. The reat 
left with the Oaptaln to return to Vic- 
toria. 

The trip out was, according to the ac- 
counts furnished by members of the 
party, quite enjoyable. From Stuart 
lake to Quesnelle canoes were used, and 
the steamer Charlotte oonireyed the 
men thence to Soda Creek. From Soda 
Creek to Ashcroft tho journey was ac- 
compliabed on foot, the baggage being 
left to be forwarded by freight teams. 

Some of the men who were included 
in Captain Black's party since their re- 
turn to the Coast having given vent to a 
certain amount of^ couiplainta in regard 
to ttie hardahipa undergone and the 
treatment received by thcui, some infor- 
mation upon the subject v-aa sought yea- 
terday. R. 15. Ireland, who accompan- 
ied the party as millwright, engineer 
and electrician, and who ib now staying 
at tho Dominion, gave a Hat contradic- 
tion to the statements made liy those 
who have complained, The opinion of 
several others was asked, and all agreed 
in saying that Captain Black's treatment 
of hia men was all that could be desired, 
and hia management worthy of praise 
rather than deserving of fault finding. 



DiS.4.Pl'0IJSTED SAKE-i3L0WERS. 

An Unsuccesshil Attempt to Break the 
Strong Box in Porter's Butclior 
Sliop. 

A hold, but bun^'iiig attempt Avaa 
made between Saturday night and Sun- 
day morning to blow the sale in Porter's 
meat market at the corner of Douglaa 
and Johnson atreets. The robbers 
worked hard enough, but beyond dam- 
aging the safe ami wasting their time 
they were no nearer the money when 
they got through than before they be- 
gan. Apparently the entrance was 
elTected by way of a window the rear, 
and the rest of the work waa done in the 
dark, for although watchman E. Uoosen 
passed the door and tried it about half- 
past twelve and later on constable 
Walker passed by, they heard no noise, 
i!Lbout four o'clock Hooten came back, 
and noticing one of the doors slightly 
open he at once entered. By the light 
of h is lantern he noticed that tho safe 
had been tampered with, and at once 
summoned constable Walker. A live- 
eighths hole had been bored in the safe 
about eight inches below the combina- 
tion and from this hole a fuse protruded. 
A charge of black powder had been 
poured into the hole, but evidently the 
burglars had been alarmed before they 
had a chance to lire the fuse. The work 
was certainly not that of a professional, 
for even if the charge hiid been fired, it 
waa not in a position to do 
much harm. On Sunday even- 
ing constable McDonald arrested 
a man named Joseph Williams, who is 
suspected of haviu;; had something to do 
with the job, and although a charge of 
vagrancy ia all that ia entered against 
the man now, there are a number of 
circumatancee that lead tbe police to 
think he knows something about the 
attempted safe-blowing, one being that 
the dirt on hia elioea and on las clothes 
is similar to that at the hack of tbe shop 
where the thieves entered.

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Theory of the Action of This Hew 
Maaare ou Diit'ereut Kinds 
of Soil. 



Tends to Lighten Clay Soil and 
Benders Others Firmer and 
More Cotnpact. 



The titje ui lime as a commercial fer- 
tilizer ia gradually coming into general 
use, and the theory of Ita action aa a 
manure !a a enbject full of intereat and 

importance, and, it may be added, of ap- 
parent contradiction. 

In some caeea lime is applied with 
good efl'ect, ivbilo iu others the results 
that followed ita application would not 
warrant an increaae in production aaf- 
Qcieut to cover the expenaea connected 
with it. Some authorities state that 
lime gives best results on heavy clay 
land ; others maintain that better re- 
turns are rccuiyed from light sandy soils. 
It is stranee that so many niisconcep- 
t'ons should arise regarding when it 
ahoukl bo used, but they, perfiaps, are 
due to a want of knowledge as to how 
lima acts on the constituents of the soil. 

The good eU'ects of lime are not due to 
any fertilizing constituent which it con- 
t iins. It no doubt supplies calcium, a 
constitueatof planta; bat this element 
is generally in aaffieient quantity in 
soils to supply the required amount, 
which is aiiiall. It ia in the setting free 
of locked up i)lant food in tlio soil, and 
in the improvement of the mechanical 
condition o! noine soils, that the import- 
ance of lime as a fertiliser is shown. 

Lime has a decided bonelicinl efl'ect 
upon the mechanical condition of bolli 
clayey nnd sandy soils. Contrarlictory 
as it may seem, lime tends to lighten 
clay eojle and to render firmer and more 
compact the lighter soils. When ap- 
plied to heavy ciiiya it umkes them more 
loose and mellow by le.oaening the ad- 
hesive power of the jjfirticles and thus 
rendering them pervious and more easy 
of tillage. It compacts light sandy soils 
hy forming a huiuate of lime, which 
tends to dll up the spacea between the 
sand grains and cement them togetiier. 
The increased firmQeas tbua obtained is 
of considerable importance in retaining 
moisture. 

Befiides these actions, which afloct the 
physical comlitionof the soil, lime ex- 
erts a cliemiciil change in some of the 
soil conEtitueiits. In soils containing a 
largo amountof liumus, or decaying or- 
ganic matter, liuie hastens the decorapo- 
aition by converting the unavailable 
forme of nitrogen into available forms, 
which can bo used in plant growth, 
Idnie is specially valuable on sour, 
marshy lands. It not only hastens the 
decomposition of the large amount of 
hunuiB jircsent, but owing to ita alkaline 
nature corrects tho sourneea or acidity 
natural to such Goila. By this means 
the coarae marshy graseea may be dis- 
placed by those common to cultivated 
lands. When applied in the caustic 
form, lime may act aa a fumigate iu de- 
stroying injurious fungi liarboring in 
many soils. In soils containine mineral 
matter rich in potash and phosphoric 
acid, lime hastens tbe decomposition of 
these constituents and changes them 
into soluble plant food, 

Jt will thus be seen that through its 
chemical action on the soil, lime tends 
to render available the three main con- 
stituents of plant growth, and for this 
reason may give greatly increased yields. 
But it must be remembered that it is a 
strong stimulant, and therefore should 
be used with moderation. There is con- 
siderable truth in the old proverb, 
" Idme enriches the father, but beggars 
the son." 

It is difficult to say what aoila will be 
benedtcd by liming. It is a matter that 
muat be settled by individual expori 
□sent. Ah a rule, heavy clay lands are 
improved, but sometimes not. The same 
is true of sandy soils. Well drained, 
marshy lands are benefited by the ap- 
plication of enough lime to neutralize 
their undue acidity, but on low, tich 
allus'ial soils, such aa are found along 
Honiu of the rivers of thia province, 
which already contain too large an 
amniint of available nitrogen and on 
which grain makes eucli rank yrowth as 
to cause it to lie down before maturing, 
it is (ioulilful as to whether n liming 
would Btilfen the straw or not. If the 
soil coiitiiined 6ullicient potash the lime 
would hel|> to liberate it and would also 
supply calcium, P^xperimenta on a 
small scale might be tried, and if good 
reeulta followed it would give confidence 
in the value of experiments on a large 
scale. 

Owing to the large amountof mineral 
matter taken up by the leirumes (clover, 
peas, vetches, etc.,) lime uHually fives 
marked reaull.s when applied lor these 
(•ro])8 on heavy aoila, hy reason of ite 
mechanical action, lime niny be of great 
assislance in preparing the land for 
roots. The better teeth may make all 
the (lill'erence between a good and a bad 
crop. 

In coneidering tbe amount of lime to 
be api>lied per acre we must not lose 
sight of the fact that it ia possible to 
over estimate the land and thus set free 
more plant fond than can be used by the 
growmg plants; tbe balance being 
soluble may he carried deep into the 
soil or run off in the drainage water. 
On ordinary cuilirated lands one ton to 
the acre is usually suiTicient— on marshy 
landa the amount may be increased to 
three tone per acre witli profit,

Even the Puget Sound Grain Trade 
l8 Now Invaded by the Ever- 
iu-Evidence Tramp. 



Tlie "Otto" Returns From Her 
Sealiufir Cruihe— " Miowera" Away 
for the South Seas. 



The Britieh steamer Algoa has been 
taken up to load wheat for England on 
Puget Sound. Such ia the brief, but 
nevertheless Bignificant announcement 
appearing in the maritime journals of 
the Coast. It is important chiefly be- 
cause it marks the entry of the tramp 
steamships into the grain handling buai- 
ness of the Northwest, a trade hitherto 
reserved exclueively to the sailing craft. 
In fact the coming of tho trrmp to Buget 
Sound for grain may be eaid to murk tho 
last ditch of the " white-winged mes- 
eengers of commerce," in whose place 
t!io diugy, euioky tramp steamer has 
arisen, manned by an entirely diU'aront 
class of men from the sailors of other 
days. Like Othello, they find in these 
days of more rapid progress their occa- 
pation gone, and aa a class the doep-eea 
sailors are already beginning to disap- 
pear. With them goes out much of the 
nautical element of seafaring life. The 
tramp Bteamships, with their greatfr 
cargo capacity— the Algoa takes 11,000 
tons of grain, or about three times what 
a sailing ship would carry_ — and their 
superior speed, seem certain to retain 
the field. It ia vale to the sailing craft. 

I-ROM THE I!]:rIRI.\a SEA. 

One more of the 1897 sealing fleet has 
reported in safety to her owners, the 
schooner Otto, McLeod maater, com- 
pleting her cruise on Sunday with 828 
skins to show for het operations in the 
eea. Just before leaving the north tn 
route home, the Otto fell in with the 
Sadie Turpel, also of this city, end sup- 
plied her with such coal as c0|Uld cou- 
veniently be spared, the master of tho 
Turpel expressing his determination to 
remain in the sea until the cold 
weather actually forced him home. Ho 
was having fairly good luck at the time 
and hoped to have a satisfactory catch 
when he did abandon the hunting. Aa 
the other two absentees of the fleet — the 
Pioneer and the Ocean Belle— are work- 
ing in the Copper Island neighborhood, 
they of course were not spoken by the 
first arrived schooner. The Otto's de- 
lay in making port is attributable to the 
strong head winds prevailing ofT Cape 
Flattery. 

THK .MIOWKR.V DKP.MITS. 

The K. M. S. Miowera was at the 
ocean dock for several hours last even- 
ing, receiving freight and passengers for 
Australia aud the Hawaiian Itlauds. 
Her cargo space was so severely taxed 
by freight offering at the Terminal City 
that ahe only was able to accept here 
2,000 cases of salmon, lU bales of hops, 
and a quantity of paper from the Port- 
land mills brought over by the Kingston 
on Sundajr morning. Her passengeM,

How PruTincial OeTelopment Would 
Be Furthered by a .Chansre of 
Administratiye System. 



To THE Editor: — The present ia per- 
haps the moat opportune time to call 
public attention to any question that 
will help in the development and pros- 
perity of the moat weatern province of 
the Dominion and the moat western city 
of the province. And it is gratifying to 
find one question upon which the peo- 
ple of the Interior and of the Coast are 
in perfect accord. I refer to the estab- 
lishment of a mint in CJanada, and, if it 
ia possible, in this portion of the Do- 
minion. I notice that it is the first on 
the list of questions to be suljniitted to 
Nr, Sifton oy the Board of Trade. So 
far so good, but we should t;o farther. 
Pablic meetings in all cities in the prov- 
ince should urge by resolutions, by ^xitl- 
tions and every other inennB t'^. j [utra- 
mount importance of ♦'.■'■3 question (let) 
of the dewlopffient of tho mineral ro- 
aonrcee of tho province, (lind) of the 
trade of the province. 1 will say litllt; 
upon tho first aspect of tiio quGatlon. 
The Kootenay papers have been ham- 
mering away "upon it for sorao time, ami 
1 know from personal contact with many 
of the mine owners in that section that 
to them it is of the utmost importance. 
Its effect upon the smelting and refining 
industries and upon the erection of mill- 
ing and other reidaction works, in addi- 
tion to that of stimulating the develop- 
ment of prospects, would be immense. 
But its effect upon the trade of tins prov- 
ince would be almost, greater atill. 

Victoria and Vancouver have so far 
reaped some benetit from outttliiiig the 
miners previous to their Klondyke trip, 
but they reap no benefit tu speak 01 
from their trade when they return. In 
the tirst case the amount of their trade 
is limited to the amount of capital they 
have with the utmost nicety calculated 
as the most they can possibly expend, 
bat in the latter case they take the trade 
which must necessarily be considerable 
after one or two years' residence in prac 
tically uncivilized regions, to the place 
where they chaoge their product into 
currency. And in many cases tliese 
miners -continue to reside with the 
families in tneso same cities. If we liad 
a Canadian mint with government 
agents at Victoria and Vancouver to 
purchase the treasure from those arriv 
ing from the far north, tho miners would 
not feel like taking a three days' loiit;ei 
trip but would in moat cases briiif< tln-ir 
returns to British Columbia, eHpecially 
those who have outfitted here, hence, 
not only British Columbia iiierchiuite 
but the merchants and nianuf.ic 
throughout ttie wliole ol Canada would 
reap enormous benefits. liven suppos- 
ing the mint did not iiay aa well directly 
aa having our coinage made for us iu 
England, indirectly the venture wouki 
be moat beneficial and most profitable, 
the loss if any wouUl be unfelt, the gain 
would be felt by all. 

Another question partially arising out 
of the one dealt with is the manner in 
which Victoria is being advertised. 
Those eentlemen who first inaugurated 
the movement to insert the advertise- 
ments that have appeared and in other 
ways to draw the trade this way are to 
be congratulated and deserve the thanks 
of all Victorians. I would, however 
suggest that they liave not gone far 
enough. The advertieementa have not 
stated one fact which would perhaps 
more than any other draw trade this 
way. That fact is that \'ictoria ia esseii- 
tually a city of homes. Xow many of 
these treasure seekers have wives ami 
families to leave at home. The alti'ac- 
tionsand advantages of Victoria are not 
known ail over the world. It is not 
generally known that living is within 
reisonaljle coat here. Why, wluni in 
Chicago last fall my friends were eur- 
prised that either a decent tailor or 
dressmaker could be secured here. 1 
therefore advance that, if the advantages 
of Victoria were made known throughout 
the world these families would bo left 
here instead of thousands of miles away 
from the places where the husbands and 
fathers embark for the gold fields. I 
suggest that this aspect of the case 
elioiild, along with the out littiiig as|HH:c, 
he circulated in the I 'est manner ihroiiL'h- 
out Canada, A iiu-riea and Kurope. 1 thii k 
that if the owneis ot hoiisea now alaiid- 
ing empty and the inerchanla of liie city 
lliought it waa jioseilile to ilnuv one 
tliuusaiul families here thia spring, the 
amount suhscri heil for adverliaing would 
be increased considi ralilv. 

Now for a matter that is purely pio- 
vincial, and I epeak of it in fear iiml 
trembling, yet I heli-ivo that it is one 
that must soon iic considered very 
seriously. It must be evident fi'om the 
length of the last session of the local 
house aud from the enormoua amount of 
territory that is being opened uji, de- 
veloped and populated, that the presuni 
system of government ■ sooner or later 
must be reorganized. It is almost im- 
possible for the ministera here to he 
acquainted with tin; minor ov(uita of 
such an extensive and rapiilly chaiming 
a'ca. WantB that seem of small im- 
portance to oflicials in \'ictoria Init 
which are of all importance to the eec- 
tiona in which they are wanted, so much 
80 that the refusal of one siu;!! may 
mean the retarding of develoinnents of a 
whole district for a whole year. Nor is 
it possible for the inhabitants nt any 
district to make their reiiuirementa lor 
a whole year known to the government 
in such time as to get the necesearv 
funds put on the estimates. The time 
is coming when the legislature will liave 
all it can do in attending to purely leuis 
lative matters without troubling itseli 
about the working and keeping in re- 
pair of all the trails, wagon roads, traine, 
etc., throughout this vast province, 
riierefore, it is for the government and 
for the people of thia province to con- 
sider whether the time in not near at 
hand when the province ahould be di- 
vided into local county councils, after 
the atyle of the Kngliah county councils, 
only with much less powera. I throw 
out the suggeation without attempting, 
it would bo preaumptioua of mo to do eo, 
to define all the duties theae councils 
sliould perform, or the exact nature 
of the revenue they should have 
deducted from that now collected by the 



government. These councils could be 
tiefiued by the present mining districts. 
All road, trail and sanitary matters 
within their several districts could be 
left to these councils, which should have 
power to levy highway rates upon all 
property within their districts. The ef- 
fects of such an arrangement would be : 
lat. That those districts that wanteil 
new roads or new trailS) and were will- 
ing to pay for them,; could have them. 
2ud. They could have them...wliere they 
most needed them, for instahcei' at pre- 
sent if there are two roads ask for in, say 
West Kootenay, one by 100 people and 
one by L'O, if tho latter are more intimate 
with the government authorities than 
tlio former they are likely to get it, al- 
though the former might be of vastly 
more importance to the district general- 
ly than the latter. If West Kootenay 
had had a county council the South Fork 
ollvaslo would have had a wagon road long 
ago. 3rd. The needs of each portion of 
the district would be looked after by tho 
councillor for that portion, hence no one 
portion would suffer at the expense of 
another. 4th. The work could be done 
cheaper than at present, as the county 
officer would be able to superintend the 
construction and also the repairs from 
time to time necessary. 5th. Any sub- 
district that during the spring had de- 
veloped more rapidly than expected be- 
fore tho house sat, aud found that a road 
or trail was necessary, could, at the be- 
ginning olany month, lay the matter be- 
fore the council witliout having to «' '^^j^ 
whole year. O'.h. ^Je^'^'oP'^^ufc "aoj

aa there ^^e large districts' and 
l^'^f'.rtirtM that will be praictical- 
ly undeveloped until better roads 
add more trafls are built. There are 

doubtless many difficulties in the way of 
this reorganization, but all reforms have 
to come and dithculties must be dealt 
with. The Premier of the province has 
shown some anxiety to give the Koote- 
nay and other new important districts 
their reasonable demands. In railway 
matters the government has been most 
liberal and probably now that the 
revenue is so largely on the increase and 
signs of prosperity are everywhere 
around us, the same policy will be pur- 
sued in regard to wagon roads, trails, 
etc., but I do not think that from now 
on satisfaction can be given under the 
old system. However, I throw out the 
suggestion for what it ia worth, 1 trust 
the Kootenay and other inland papers 
will, if th«y deem the question of sutli 
cient importance, discuss it upon all its 
bearings. I am sorry, sir, if I have tres 
passed too largely upon your space, but 
I have carefully thoughtover the present 
outlook for thia province, the means that 
might be taken to enable ua to realize 
the better all the benefits in store for ua, 
and having mentioned my conclusions to 
Home business men in the diderent parte 
of the province have been asked to make 
them public.

GUARDING THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The Provincial Board Takes Into Conaider- 
ation the OlTal Nuisance at 
Steveston. 

No more important session of any rep- 
resentative body has been held in thia 
]jrovince during months than is the 
meeting of the Provincial Board of 
Health, convened yeateKlay afternoon, 
with President Dr. J. 0. Davie in the 
chair nnd Drs- LeFevre, Walker, Davis 
and Duncan in attendance. 

Tiie general subjects requiring consid- 
eration at the present gathering of the 
board were outlined in the president's 
introductory address, in which the con- 
dition of affairs at Steveston, where an 
epidemic of fever has arisen through the 
pollution of the river v/ith iiah offal, was 
dealt with at special length. 

The question of how beat to deal with 
the general difficult}' opened up by the 
disregard of sanitary regulations by tho 
canners o))erating at Steveston, invited 
protracteil consideration, a committee 
heintr eventually named to devise suit- 
aljio regulations for the abatement of 
the nuisance and for the prevention of 
ite repetition. 

Iu tlie meantime the cauners who 
have been responsible, through disregard 
of the rules of health, for the general ill- 
ness of the Steveston residents, will be 
proceeded against in the courts. Drs. 
Davie and Duncan and luspector AVol- 
ley, aa well as all other members oE the 
medical profession who have had occa- 
sion or opportunity to visit the place, 
agree that the health regulations have 
been shamefully violated, the illnesB of 
the community being the natural result. 

Another topic opened up by Dr. 
Davie's address was that of the main- 
tenance of the leper lazaretto at Darcey 
island, to which Steveston not long ago 
shipped a patient without even consult- 
ing the Victoria council, who have the 
maintenance of the lazaretto upon their 
lianda. 

Dr. Davio maintained yesterday, and 
hia colleagues of the board agreed— as 
the Victoria council will also and with 
gladneaa — that tho maintenance of the 
lepers is a Domiuiou duty. Steps will 
accordingly be taken by the board to 
present the matter i 11 its true iiosition, 
and induc(i tlie federal authorities to as- 
sume tho unwelcome obligation. 

Ttie ([uestion of tlie disposal of sewai;^ 
througljoiit the i)roviiiee, and ttie kin- 
dred subject of the pollution of provin- 
cial rivers and streams, invited inter- 
esting discussion, the board on adjourn- 
ment appointing to-day at 2:30 lor the 
continuation of the Besaion.
